partB of Acts, Oid'nauces nud Prochima-

' ' Cotirts of Assize, etc. 

The Premier has iuiroduced a Bill con- 
ferring the power on the Chief Justice 
and Judges of the Supreme Court of hold 
ing court at Buch times and places aa lo 
them may seem best, with or without the 
commisBion of the liieuienaut-Governor. 
In ease a. Commiasiuii ahull iasuu audi, 
Conomrssioii may ulao contain the iianu-s 
O' any of Her Majesty's Counsel, one of 
whom shtll iiresiclo in llic ab.-euce of the 
Chief Justice or any of tho Judges of the 
Bopreme .Court. 

Magistrates. 

A Bill has bean introduced respecting 
the appointment of iMagistrates. It niakcH 
it lawful for the Jbienteuant-GoverDor in 
Council to issue a general Commission of 
the Peace or a Huppliraeiitnry Oimmission 
of the Peaci', for ilio appoiiitiuent of ouo 
or more magistrates lu and for the 
Province. Whenever a new general Com- 
misi'ion of the Peace Hiiall bo issued all 
appointments previously made will lapse. 
Ko member of tbe Executive Council or 
tho Logii-lative Af-sembly, or officer of 
the Logisluturc of British Colunihia, no 
sLeriir shall bo appointed or ((iialilie l to 
act as a Magistrate, and any commission 
as .Magistrate issued to any of the above 
mentioned persons, or to luiy persou here- 
after becoming sucb, shall be cancelled. 

Election Regulation. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott has introduced an 
Act lo amend the Election Begulation 
Act by abolishing tbe ancient ah.'jurdity 
known as tho Huotings. The Bill pro- 
vider that 

"The candidates shall bo nominated in 
' writing, the writing shall be subscrilied 
by two registered voters of the District 
as proposer and teconder, and by t.bree 
other registered vot-rs of the said district 
as a-sonting to the nomination, and siiall 
be deliveruil between tho hours of 12 noun 
and 1 p.m., to tbe Iteturuing Omecr, and 
in the event of : a poll being neco=t.aiy, 
Bueli poll will be opened on the day 
of at f /(ere 7)ie/i/ion the different pUicca 
al whtch a jioll ix lo be aliened und 'lejtJl, of 
which every person is hereby require I to 
take notice and govern himself aecord- 
iuKly. 

Iu case of a poll b -ing demaudcd the 
Betaming Offioi-r shall issue a proolama 
tion flxiug the day for holding it.

Further Railway Correspondence. 

Wo extiact tbo following dispatch from 
tho ollieial documents on tho Railway laid 
beioro the Domini in Parliaiuai-t. It will 
bo fcen that Lord C.irnarvon does not 
think that the resolution of tho Canaliau 
I'ar.iameut, to Ibe effect that tbe Facilio 
Railway shall not be built if tho taxation 
of Ihe counlry is inerea-ed ihi-reby, and 
piiss-d a/t''.r ihe Terms or Union ha 1 beeu 
rutitied by that body, should bo taken us 
aa interpretation of the railway clause: 

THE BAKn OF CARNARVON TO THB iARL 

OF DUFFEIIIN. 

Duwi ing bt , 2S-h May, 1870. 

Mv Lord, — I have the honor to ackiiow- 
leiigo tho receipt of your di^p.ilcliNo. 132 
i;f the 28th April, enelnsing a furihor 
Minute I f your Privy CJonned rolatiiig to 
the construction of tho Pacific Bailway. 

As I observe in iny Dospateh No. 113, 
of the 23rd instant, the coiiilition that the 
expenditure to be incurred on tho con- 
struction of the Paoido Railway should 
nut be huch as to iaorea'^e the existing 
rate of taxation in the Dominion, involves 
a principlb of which neither Britiib Col- 
uml ia nor any other part of tho Domin- 
ion should lose sight of, and which is en- 
titled 10 such oonbideration us may fairly 
be giveu to it. 

Ii hardly fellows, however, that this is 
a condition which Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment could avowedly adopt or olHcially 
concur in, especially because it might bo 
allegeil to bo open to qiie-tion on tho 
ground that the execution of the railway 
being a public obligation assumed by tho 
Dominion in dealing with what was ut tlie 
time au independent community, takes 
priority of ordinary expenditure. 

T7cfe.s8, then, the taxation of the Do- 
minion is under no circum-tmces to bo 
increased pending the construction of the 
lino, it would seem possible lo argue thai 
any additional taxation whicli may bo im- 
posed is iucnrred for jiresent purposes, 
and not specially iu connection with the 
railway. It will, of course, bs uader.4tood 
that this is not said with the view of ex- 
pressing dis.^ent from tho general reivson- 
ableno.-!S of tho principle laid down by 
your Ministers, but iu order to preclude 
the assumption that an assent is given 
which Hnr M-tjesty's Government is not 
called upon and might not feel able to 
give.
